'With respect lo oommaoioatioD between 
the Hudson Bay Territory and Europe, 
yon have been ail the different wayt, 
have you not? I have boon tho routes 
I b»vo mentioned. You havo been 
from York Factory ? Yes, From Fort 
William 7 Yes, And from Canada by 
Lake Nipiising T Yes. Wbat do yuo say 
of these three routes, wbieb is the best 
in order to get to Red Kiver ? If I 
had anything to convoy to Rod Rivor 
1 ahoald unquestionably prefer tho 
route from York Factory. 'It may bo 
mentioned that this route did not os" 
capo the eagle eye of the Dukaoi Well« 
iogtoo, who, in 1846, placed in Fort 
Garry with ease and safety, by moans 
of boats on Nelson ri?er, a doiacbmont 
of 400 of Royal Canad^aQ Rifles, wiih 
their wives and childrooj under the com* 
mand of Colonel Cro/ion, In loss than 
thirty days from York Factory. Tho 
whole of the country which sheds its 
vaters into Hadson Bay isi so far bb 
we CBD gather, eminently fitted for set- 
tlement, — particularly the valley of 
Albany river, wbion is espocially fonile 
and productive.

The boat race between the Atalaotas of New 
York, and four of the London Rowing Club, 
took place this evening and waa won easily 
by the London crew by twenty lengths. Tbe 
course wue from Putney to MortUke, and tbe 
turn out of spectators was immense. Tbe New 
Tork four nre Dr lluare! WitherB^ stroke a 
veteran oarsman, who has rowed with many 
a winning crew in tbe position be occupied 
to-day; Theodore Van Baden, another crack 
oarsman, wanting half an inob of 6 feat; Vaa 
Baden has carried off a good many lanrels in 
bis own ooantry. 

Alexander Hand looks thefirau ideal of on 
oarsman. Ilia reputation as a winner began 
in 18(J9, and ha sat with the crews which 
defeated Yale aud Harvard. Edward Smith 
occupied tbe importarit post of bow oar, steer- 
ing tho craft with his feot. He, like bis 
mates, can tell of a long list of aquiitio tri- 
umphs. 

Tbo moroing opened dull and threatening 
and it was feared tbe race would not take 
place as the Atalaotas bad siipalated tbat 
ibey would only row if there was smooth 
water. Later on tbe sky cleared, and by 
3 :30 tbe weather was very pleasant. A deal 
of banting was thrown to tbe breeze, and 
rast croirds Sooked to the coarse via boat, 
rail and 'bus. 

The Atalanlsa chose Mr Webster, Vice- 
Preeideat of tbeir club, Umpire, and tbe Lon- 
doners were looked after by Mr Leslie of tbe 
Oxford Rowing Club. The latter rowed 
bareheaded; the Americans wore orimson 
shirts aod caps. Betting at the start was 
three to one on London. A good start was 
eflfected, but tbe Londoners had it all their 
own way tbrougboat. 

Tbe spare man of the Atalantaa waa Mr 
Losndsr TPaterbury— most acqaatic of names 
— also a veteran band with the oar. 

The London lour aro: F J Gulston, Captain. 
He sat in No. 2 position, and steered with 
an apparatua invented by himself, requiring 
only one foot to work it. Guiatou has an ex- 
cellent record both as a sculler and oaraman. 
W Sliiult rows stroke, bis record, tboQ,;h not 
long is one that be need not be aahamed of.

The Atalaotas brongnt a cedar abell across: 
their racing boat followed later, and on the 
voyage waa spoilt owing to water penotrating 
the case.
